in Appendix 19 in the Import and Export Policy for April, 1982 -- 
March, 1983 (VoL I) published under the Ministry of Commerce 
Public Notice No. t6-ITC(PN)/8: dated the 5th April, 1982, 
as amended, 

2. In terms of this provision, the Duty Exemption Scheme 
will also apply to the following types of eases:— 

(ij Where ‘specified’ materials are to be impoi ted for manu¬ 
facture of an ‘'intermediate” product to be supplied to 
another Advance Licence holdei’, for pi eduction of the 
export product. 

(ii) Where ‘specified’ maleiials a c to be impoi ted foi manu¬ 
facture of an “intermediate’' product to be supplied to 
an industi ial unit located in a F* cc Trade Zone in India, 
for production of the Export pioduct. 
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3, The procedure for dealing with cases under this provision 
will he as under:— 

(I) Import applications for Advance Licences will be enter¬ 
tained only for the following raw materials, for manu¬ 
facture of the “‘Intermediates” shown against each:—■

(2) Applications for Advance licences should be made in the 
same form and manner as laid down in Appendix 19 
of ImpoU & Export Policy for 1982-83 (Vol. J) except 
that all such applications will be considered by the Ad¬ 
vance Licences Committee in the Office of the CCI&E, 
New Delhi. Therefore, while the original application 
may be sent to the regional licensing authority, its copies 
should simultaneously be sent to CCl&E, New Delhi 
(EP-II Section), DGTD) New Delhi (Import & Export 
Policy Cell) and Director (Drawback), Department of 
Revenue, Jeevan Deep Building, Sansad Marg (Parlia¬ 
ment Street), New Delhi. The Advance Licence will be 


issued by the licensing authority concer ned cn the hasi 
of the decision taken by the Advance Licences Committee. 

(3) Every such Advance Licence, if issued, will be subject 
to the condition that the licence holder shall cither export 
goods of the specified description and value within 
specified period oi supply ihc same goods of the same 
value within the same peiiod to:— 

(a) anothcj’ Advance licence holder of the same goodf, 
and/or 

(b) another industrial unit located in a free tiadc zone 
ill India, 

for export production. For obtaining supply under (a) 
and (b) above, the purchaser of the goods will be required 
to approach the licensing authority concerned for issues 
of Release Order in his favour. The Release Order will 
indicate (i) the name of the supplier, (ii) the number & 
date of the Advance Licence held by the suppUei\ (hi) the 
description of goods to bo supplied, (iv) the value of goods 
to be supplied as settled between the buyer and the seller, 

(v) the quantity/weight of the goods to be supplied, and 

(vi) the period during which the goods shall be supplied, 
which will not be longer than the period upto which the 
supplier Advance licence bolder would have exported the 
goods under the te^ms and condition of the licence. The 
application for such Release Order may be made on a 
plain paper and no application fees need be paid. 

(4) While issuing Release Order in favour of Advance Licence 
holder (i.c. buyer, the licensing authority will endorse 
the Advance licence of the buyer, making it invalid for 
direct impoits to the extent of the goods for which Re¬ 
lease Order is issued authorising supply to be obtained 
locally. Where the buyer is a unit locates in free trade 
zone, the value of the i oods thus obtained will be taken 
into account as import by the unit into the zone for the 
purpose of value addition of the p-oducts exported by 
the unit concerned from the zone. 

(5) The Release Order will be is.sucd in triplicate. One copy 
will be retained by the licensing authority and two copies 
handed over to the buyer of the goods. The buyer will 
hand over one copy of the Release Order to the supplier 
while faking delivery of the goods from him. 

(6) The Advance licence holder supplying the goods in India 
against a Release Order will obtain on the Release Order 
itself a receipt from the buyer in token of goods having 
been received by him. This, in original, shall be produ¬ 
ced by the supplier to the licensing authority concerned 
as an evidence of discharge of the obligation imposed 
on his Advance Licence. 

(7) Any request for extension in the period for discharge of 
export obligation will be considered by the Advance 
Licensing Committee. 

(8) Every Advance Licence holder of this category, will 
after fulfilment of the relevant export obligation, be 
eligible to import replenishment licence in terms of pa-a 
6 of the Duty Exemption Scheme In Appendix 19,
